Lawn Gram*. 

While most of the seed stores sell 
Rpeoial lawn grass mixtures which 
perhaps contain a half dozen or more 
varieties of grass seed, we doubt If any ; 
of them will give better results than to 
mix one bushel of Kentucky blue grass, 
a half bushel of clean redtop or a bush- 
el in the chnfT, one peck’ of sweet ver- 
nal and one pound of white clover, the 
above being amount for one acre. The 
blue grass Is earlier than the redtop, 
and the redtop resists summer heat 
better, while the fragrant, sweet venial I 
is good both early and late. Have the I 
ground thoroughly pulverized nnd I 
■made rich with about GOO pounds lawn 
dressing per acre, which has more nl- I 
trogon and potash than the usual su- 
perphosphates, and sow in spring as ' 
early as the ground can be well worked I 
or sow in. August. We prefer the arti- 
ficial fertilizer to the Imrnyard manure 
for lawn as being free from weed 
seeds. The above mixture Is also a 
good one for permanent pasture. 

Ktlllns; Brimh. 

We see much said In our western ex- 
changes about the value of the Angora 
goat to destroy brush, says American I 
Cultivator. If that is their strong I 
point, we do not want them. It used to | 
be the fashion to advocate keeping 
sheej to kill weeds and briers. They I 
will surely do that If kept on them, but 1 
we never knew any one to start with I 
sheep with that as his main incentive I 
who did not come to the conclusion j 
that there was no profit in sheep. If 
we want good wool and mutton, the , 
sheep must have something besides 
briers to feed upon, and If they choose 
to take a few briers or weeds as a sort j 
of condiment with the other food well ; 
and good. So we think If Angora goats j 
are kept to kill brush entirely they will : 
furnish but little mohair and a poor | 
flesh. Give us the old plan for killing i 
brush, mow In July, burn In August 
and then let sheep pick a few of the j 
tender sprouts If they want them the ' 
next spring. 

Hand or Machine Labor. 

There are many kinds of work upon 
the farm which If performed by hand : 
labor require much strength and which i 
can be done equally well when the ma- i 
chines are driven by other power. The 
. grinding of grain has passed out of j 
hand labor long ago, but tbe cutting of 
fodder, sawing wood, pumping water 
and running of churn and separator 1 
are yet done on many farms by main j 
strength of hand labor. The steam en- ! 
glne run by gasoline or other fuel, the j 
windmill and the tread power are all j 
ib use for doing such work, and each ! 
has Its advocates. Can any one decide ! 
which will do the most work at the 
least cost or the amount that It will be 
profitable to employ either for or must 
we wait until electricity becomes a 
cheaper motive power than either? 

Host Breed of Com, 

Which is the b*a>t breed? That’s 
easy, says O. A. Seaton in Kansas 
Farmer. Some one has already an- ; 
swered that and said, “The breed you ; 
like best Is best for you.” But If you j 
wish my opinion 1 would say the Jer- ] 
soy for cream, the Holstein for milk, 
the Hereford to rustle for beef and the I 
Shorthorns for all three— milk, butter 
and beef. 

A cow with straight back aud lower | 
line, a full neck and smooth hips ought j 
to fatten readily, and one with a ewe i 
neck, cat hams, rough hip bones, large i 
udder and big dinner basket will give 
five or six times her weight In milk In j 
a year aud make one-third her weight 
in better If properly fed and handled. 

Pronins Fruit Trees. . 

March and April are often favorable 
months for pruning fruit trees, espe- 
daily such as have been so well eared j 
for that there are only some superflu- [ 
ous branches of last year’s growth to 
he taken off where they crowd or are 
growing across one another. But the ; 
experiment station In California ad- 
vances another idea In regard to spring 
pruning. They say that of four peach 
trees, two of which were winter prun- 
ed aud then the fruit thinned and the 
other two that were spring pruned aft- 
er the fruit had set, the latter bore the 
most peaches, and they were very 
much larger. If this is true, we do not j 
know why tlie^ame principle may not 
hold good with other fruits. 

Brakes or Ferns. 

How many farmers know that the 
ordinary small fern which we call in 
New England the “pasture brake” j 
makes as good hay as clover or if not 
quite that much better than the swale | 
grass among which It grows? It Is a j 
fact, or tbe cows show poot Judgment j 
Let tnem get to a lot of it or put it j 
down as bedding, and they will pick it i 
out greedily. Now, we do not advise 
any one to grow ferns for cattle feed- I 
ing. hut do hot condemn swale hay be- 
cause It has a lot of them in it. as they j 
are the best of the bay. Sheep also are 
extremely fond of this kiud of hay. and 
all kinds of stock seem to thrive on It. 

Linseed OH Cake. 

It is an Euglish tradition that some- 
thing like a century ago a farmer used 
the refuse from a linseed or flaxseed 
oil mill to manure a field and then 
turned sheep on It. Going there awhile 
afterward, he found that the sheep had 
eaten the grass and the manure as well 
and had made a better growth than 
those in other fields. This is said to 
have been the beginning of feeding lin- 
seed cake to sheep. Possibly It is true, 
for some of our most beneficial discov- 
eries have been made in wavs as acci- 
dental or providential as this.' 

Benefits of Cultivation. 

It has been demonstrated tbtft the 
poorest land in the country may be 
made to produce profitable crops sim- 
ply by scientific cultivation and with- 
out the use of sterilizers. . • 



Serving Vegetables. 

ConslR'ring the mass of information 
concertm g cookery which is offered us 
In clieanjeditions, there is little or no 
exeuse^fflr young wives to give their 
husht^B* cause to eopiplain of same- 
ness even in the most econom- 

ical qfl ■xeholds. 

In pHH of Europe it is a general cus- 
tom to stBre vegetables not only as ac- 
cdiforleW® the Joint and entree, but as 
seflhrate fllshes, to be enjoyed by them- 
selves. For Instance, a cauliflower 
masked with white sauce and perhaps 
scattered over with grated Parmesan 
Is a favorite dish. Another vegetable 
course consists of tomatoes nicely 
browned j*ith bread crumbs. Fried 
parsnips Biay also occupy a place to 
themselves In the menu, and potato 
balls are also good. 

There a$e endless delicious dishes to 
be made from vegetables only or with 
the addition of rice and brown or 
white sauce. Haricots and batter 
beans aorkepd with a pie crust are most 
appetizing. We make a great mistake 
In falling to serve vegetables as a 
course and to appreciate them for all 
they are worth, and we should do well 
to follow continental custom In regard 
to the making up of simple, appetizing 
entrees from vegetables solely. One 
hardly realizes how many dainty and 
savory dishes can be concocted without 
the aid of meat. — Philadelphia Ledger. 

Glove For Homiehold tie. 

Here is a woman’s Invention that 
should prove practical for the purpose 
for which It was designed— namely, to 
protect th* fingers while kneading 
dough or applying any polishing sub- 
stance to stoves, woodwork, furniture, 
etc. It consists of a set of finger tips 
of rubber or |uiy other flexible material 
suspended By elastic cords from a 
wristband. These tips are preferably 
larger than the average sized finger 
and are adapted to be gathered at the

ends by means of the strings passing 
through the eyelets, as shown. Here- 
tofore various devices have been made 
In the form o{- ’gloves for polishing pur- 
poses, but in all the others the serious 
objection has been the tendency of the 
hands to perspire within the gloves, 
causing great inconvenience to the 
user. This objection Is obviated by the 
new glove, as It does not entirely In- 
close the hand, but affords only a cov- 
ering for the fingers, leaving the rest 
of the hand free to the atmosphere. 
The patent for this Invention has been 
granted to Annie T. Rogers of New 
York city. 

Pictures In tbe Heme. 

When we enter a home, among the 
first things to attract our attention are 
the pictures, and from them we can 
read the taste or lack of It of the lady 
of the house, for they give us the key- 
note to her character. If we find gaudy 
chromos and cheap oil paintings made 
by “lightning artists,” we know at 
once that refinement Is lacking In that 
home. Pictures should be selected al- 
ways with an eye to the surroundings 
In which they will be placed. If the 
bouse is very large and handsome and 
money of no consideration, then of 
course oil paintings by the best artists 
are preferable. People of moderate In- 
comes who wish tasteful'homes should 
choose water colors, engravings or 
etchings If they can be afforded. Art- 
ists’ signed proofs are most desirable, 
but no better fban good copies, with 
the exception of the signature, which 
is supposed to add value.— Maude C. 
Murray-Miller in Woman's Home Com- 
panion. 

Body Brneael. Rons. 

For a cheap rug nothing is so service- 
able as a body brussels. We have a 
large piece that has been in constant 
use for 1G years and does not show a 
bare spot. It has been In the hall, din- 
ing room, a bedroom and Is now on the 
middle of tbe sitting room floor. A 
thorough washing with wool soap did 
not seem to dim a color. We have a 
large family, so Its wearing qualities 
have been well tested. Brussels Is firm 
and heavy enough to lie fiat, so that It 
does not need the frequent spreading 
out that is required for an Ingrain or 
Smyrna.— Good Housekeeping. 

Dainties to Serve With Tea. 

Dainty orange wafers are exceeding- 
ly nice to pass with tea. A ginger or 
cinnamon wafer should be served with 
chocolate and a plain unflavored one 
with coffee. You may. If you like, pass 
some little bonbons, like chocolate war 
fers, but yon should not have any oth- 
er refreshments at an afternoon tea. 
Remember that In these days elegance 
tends toward simplicity.— Ladles’ Home 
Journal. 

When Cakea Stick to the Grlfidle. 

A point to remember In baking cakes 
Is that salt will remedy a tendency to 
stick. If the cakes adhere to the grid- 
dle while baking, grease the griddle 
well, sprinkle salt on It, rub It thor- 
oughly with a dry cloth, then grease It 
and trv again.
